Stock  planted 
in  the  fall  of  course  does  not  start  growing  until 
the  following  spring,  however  during  the  winter 
months  the  earth  gets  fully  settled  around  the 
roots,  and  they  start  growing  much  earlier  than  they 
do  when  planted  in  the  spring.  Another  reason  is 
that  you  avoid  spring  rushes  in  the  nursery.
